LONDON, Feb. 15.—Sergias Steptiak, a 


well-known writer upon Russian political 
nd social conditions, Bays the reports al- 
endy published gire only a hint o£ the 
lorrible tragedy enacted at Kara, Siberia. 
'erJectly trustworthy information, he eaid, 
,aa been received in cipher letter that 
ell ..tbe Btory in main outlines. 
The 


acts so far received are as follows: Ma- 
lama Sigada did not commit suicide as the 
arliest reports stated. She died from the 


effect of flogging. This was continued an- 
il the unhappy victim lost consciousness 
and lay as one dead. The news of her 
ihooting murder produced widespread dis- 
may and anguish among her female fel- 
ow prisoners and three ol them, unable 
onger to bear their wretched fate, com- 
mitted suicide by poison. Shortly alter 
,h« suicide of the three women a brother 
of one oi them, also n political prisoner, 
died suddenly, and another exile named 
Botokor committed suicide. 


The flogging ol Madame Sigida occurred 


under orders issued by the Lieut. General, 
Baron Kroff, Gov«rnor General of the 
Province of Amour, in which the Kara 
prison is situated. These orders directed 
that political convicts should be treated in 
precisely the same manner as criminals. 
Stepniak thought the publication of the 
facts would foroa-the superior officials of 
Russia (o take seme notice of the affair, 
bnt the flogging and all other brutalities 
were entirely due to direct orders of the 
Central Government at St. Petersburg. 
Terrlbl* Treatment of » Female Politi- 


cal Bzlle In Siberia. 


NEW YOBK, Beb. 15.—An evening paper 


publishes a dispatch from Paris, which 
states that a cipher meesage has just been 
received by a Russian refugee in that city 
dated December 28, which gives the details 
of a horrible tragedy in the political prison 
at Kara, eastern Sibeiia. Nadyda Sihida, 
of noble birth and a teacher in the high 
school at Moscow, was found last year with 
revolutionary papers in her possession and 
sentenced to penal servitude. On her ar- 
rival at Kara the woman soon attracted the 
attention of tbe director of the prison, who 
took an early opportunity to insnlt her. 
Mme. Sihida boxed tbe ears of Ihe director, 
who in revenge had her stripped and flog- 
ged in the presence of all the men in the 
prison. Such an outrage had not been per- 
petrated on a woman of rank since the days 
of Empress Catharine, and the unfortunate 
was so apprehensive of farther shame and 
ortnre that abe committed suicide the same 
day by poisoning herself. Several other 
female political prisoners, fearful of re- 
ceiving similar treatment, on bearing of the 
terrible event, followed her eiample. A 
few miles from the women's political prison 
at Kara is that ocenpied by mala political 
convicts, who, on hearing of the tragedies, 
revolted en masse. The troops were called 
oat and awful scenes followed, the shooting 
and flnggiog and torturing going on by tbe 
wholesale. 
Up to this time the Russian 


authorities have been able to suppress all 
news of llie occurrence.

A correspondent of the Plamas National 


pointedly points out the advantages of tbe 
Beckwith Pass route for a transcontinental 
railroad, saying 
We nro that oat from 


the world, thanks to the enow shed?, the 
rotary Snow plow and tbe tnowy route se- 
lected by the builders of the Cet tral Pa- 
cific; we; have had no niEil for over two 
weeks. Onr friends who were imprudent 
enough to leave home are enjoying an en- 
forced absence; some at Colfax, and others 
at San Francisio or Sacramento. 


Onr mam route of travel from and to 


Plumes is via Beckwith Pass and Beno. 
Most of our mail cornea by this route, and 
if trams are prevented f roan running on the 
Central Pacific, we are left without any 
means of communication wi h the outside 
world. 


Nearly every Winter Rome of onr cit zens 


coming from or going to San Francisco are 
compelled to lay over uther at Colfax or 
Beno for periods ringing from two honrs 
to two weeks in length, on account of snow 
blockades between the abova places; ajd 
Winter and Summer travelers on the Cen- 
tral Pacific are nearly suffocated by smoke 
and steam, or, if compelled to pass from 
car to car, have their face, hands and 
clothes begrimmed with soot, while pass- 
ing through the enow sheds. Thus the 
Central Pacific, which should be tbefavonte 
route across the comment, ia made the 
most unpleasant and unpopular. 


To ns who travel through Beckwith Pass 


in tbe slags or buggies, and ore afterwards 
snow bound on tbe C. F. route, it seems 
strange that some of the great railroad cor- 
porations do not build a road from Beno 
through Beckwith Pass, and down tbe 
Middle Feather to Sacramento valley and 
San Francisco. 


Three years ago four of onr citizens were 


snoiv bound at Colfax nearly one week, 
Aftei the blockade was raised they ctme 
from Beno to the town of Beckwith in a 
stage coach drawn by four horses, and 
from Beokwith to Qmncy in a sleigh drawn 
by two horses, arriving here on time as 
per mail schedule on the Qmncy and 
Beno mail route. 


While the snow on the 0. P. route was 


ao deep that trains conld not run at all, 
the mail from Beno to 
Quinoy came 


throngh Beckwith Paps without any delay 
whatever. 


From reliable 
information received, 


there is about twenty five feet of snow on 
the summit between Truckee and Beno, 
and after the blockade was raised, the 
trains run through cuts in the enow where 
the banks on each side were nearly, if not 
over 60 feet deep. 
On the summit on 


Beokwith Paas the snow has not been 
more than four feet deep at any time this 
Winter; at Mohawk, not more than seven 
feet, at Nelson Point, where the soow is 
deeper than at any other point on tha 
Middle Feather there has been at no time 
more than seven feet. 


Were a railroad in operation*throngh 


Beckwith Pass, and down Ihe Middle Fork 
of Feather river, an ordinary snow plow 
would have kept the track c'ear, and no 
train need have bean delayed more than 
a few hours at most, and probably would 
not have been delayed at all. 


Never were the advantages of Beckwith 


Pass so apparent as now. Thousands of 
men shoveling enow on the C. P , ant] 
California & Oregon, and snow plows do- 
ing the werk of many thousand more, 
while there is but three feet of snow in 
Beokwith Pass, and at no point on tbe 
Beckwith Pass and Middle Feather route 
is the snow more than six feet deep. The 
maximum grade fromtUe Summit on Beck- 
with Pass to Oroville, is not more than 75 
feet per mile.
